in the brief acvount of the Inte Mr. Lafeadio 
Hoan which is given in ‘the Japan Gazette on 
announcing his death, it is.stated that whon he 
was ab Matsue in Izumo “he embrated Shin- 
toism, the locality being tho seat of the famous 
Jaumo Shinto temple.” ‘This is quite erroneous, 
Tho curious observances of the Shinto doctrine 
attracted the inystic side of Mr. Hearn’s 
temperament ; he devoted much attention to the 
subject, and had interviews with some of the 
most important’ priesis of the cult, it being 
probably only his lack of knowledge of Japanese 
literature and philology which prevented him 
from publishing a work devoted to this interest- 
ing autochthonous creed. But-as to his being 
a believer in Shintoism in the ordinary sense 
attaching to the term believer, that is a mistake 
Buddhism attracted him as much as Shintoism, 
put, notwithstanding the strain of myaticiem in 
his churacter, he wasan Agnostic and a disciple 
‘of Herbert Spencer, to whom, if we are not niis- 
taken, he dedicated one of his early books. Mr. 
Hearn had a romarkubly retentive. memory, and 
in a few minutes would pat his finger on any 
passage in Horbort Spencer's voluminous works 
that seemed to bear upon his subject. It was, 
he used to say, the inside view of Catholicism 
which he had os pupil of a Jesuit college that 
first showed him the hollowness of the orthodox 
teaching.

SUPPLY Ol WELSH COAT TO 
RUSSIAN CRUISERS.

Writiny to the Standard from the Atheneum 
Club, Professor W. Boyd Dawkins paid :— 
$rr,—The nows forwarded from Los Palmas, 
py Ronter's Agency on August 25, relating to 
the supply of our rmokeless stoam coal to the 
Russian cruisers, should rouse the indignation 
of all who care for the welfare of the British 
Empiro. It is to the effect that three Russian 
ornisors hare been sighted off Cape Juby 
coaling fram the’ German steamer Valesia. 
This ship left Curdiff for Las Palmas: 6n 
August 10, with 2,600 tons of smokeless steam 
coa!—an instalment of from 60,00 to 80,000 
tons ‘bought for tho Russian Govornme:t, 
mostly through Germanfirms. It may, perhaps, 
form part of a contract for. 200,000 tons made 
for delivery to Russia in the months of August- 
and September, Inany caso, it is being used to 
équip the Russian cruisers now engage in the 
attompt to destroy our commerce.
